Indian Troops Closing on Dacca

Indian troops were reported 


within 15 miles of the East 
Pakistani capital of Dacca Sun- 
day night and advancing from 
three directions. 


Senior Pakistani officers in 


Dacca predicted the assault on 
the "city would begin by Tues- 
day they said their defenses 
were disorganized and crum- 
bling. But Pakistan's military 
chief in the East, Lt. Gen. A. 
A. K. Niazi, was said to be de- 
termined not to surrender. 


A battalion of Indian para- 


troopers

where north of Dacca on Satur- 
day night. An Indian military 
spokesman said they advanced 
on the city Sunday night after 
beating off a counterattack dur- 
ing which they killed 23 Paki- 
stani soldiers and took 12 pris- 
oners. 


The spokesman was unable to 


say whether the paratroopers 
bad linked up with another In- 
dian column advancing from 
the Meghna River to the north- 
east. These troops were report- 
ed to have taken Narsingdi, 25 
miles from the capital, and to 
be "now advancing fast to- 
wards Dacca." 


The main drive on Dacca is 


from the southeast, and some 
reports placed it near Daud- 
kandi, 20 miles away. 


East Pakistani guerrillas in 


Dacca and its suburbs were 
said to be awaiting the signal 
for a general uprising, but so 
far no fighting was reported in 
the city itself. 


All 16 Pakistani F86 Sabre 


jets in the East have been de- 
stroyed, and there is little artil- 
lery and less than a brigade of 
30,000 to defend the city.

UN Expected to Vote 
on Ceasefire Plan

(AP) — The Security Council 
heads for a vote today on a 
U.S. resolution for a cease-fire 
and troop withdrawal between 
India and Pakistan that is basi- 
cally a copy of one the Soviet 
Union vetoed Dec. 5. 


Some diplomats predicted 


that if the measure was not 
amended, it would be vetoed 
again. 


"Everybody's trying his hand 


at a compromise," said one 
delegate. Ambassador Abdulra- 
him Abby Farah of Somalia 
urged that the five permanent 
members of the council "show 
the world some leadership" and 
lead a search for unanimous 
agreement. 


The council met Sunday night 


at the request of U.S. Ambassa- 
dor George Bush, who said the 


war continued "to rage una- 
bated" despite the cease-fire 
resolution passed Tuesday by 
the General Assembly. 


"One of the parties, Pakistan, 


has accepted the resolution," 
Bush wrote. "The other party, 
India, has not yet done so."

Arkansas cattlemen should not be alarmed at reports coming 


out of Louisiana this week about a mysterious disease affecting 
cattle grazing on Bermuda grass pastures. 


Calvin J. Caldwell, county Extension agent, reported that Dr. 


David Ibsen, Extension veterinarian said the disease was not 
known to be present in Arkansas at this tune. There was an 
outbreak in the state several years ago, though, predominantly in 
the Western half and in the river valley areas of the state. 


Ibsen said that if an outbreak of the sUil-undetermined disease 


should occur, cattle should be taken off the Bermuda grass 
pasture and left alone. Any disturbing factor pushes animals into 
a hypertonic—excessive-tension—state 


Animals appear to recover spontaneously in about 3 weeks 


after the onset of the symptoms 


Ibsen emphasized that the disease is not contagious and is not 


known to be hazardous to humans.

HONG KONG (AP) — Commu- 
nist China today freed two 
Americans, a man held captive 
for 19 years and a woman cap- 
tured on a yacht in 1968. The 
pair crossed into Hong Kong 
and left on a flight for the 
United States. 


The Peking government an* 


nounced it had reduced the life 
sentence of another American 
and that a fourth American 
prisoner 
committed 
suicide 


more than two years ago. 


Richard Fecteau, 43, a civil- 


ian Army employe from Lynn; 
Mass., captured during the Ko- 
rean war, and Mary Ann Bar- 
bert crossed the border in the 
early afternoon. A Royal Air 
Force helicopter flew them to 
Kai Tak airport, and there they 
boarded a U.S. military plane 
for the United States, a spokes- 
man for the Hong Kong govern- 
ment said. 


It was not known where the 


plane was taking them. 


Peking announced that the 


life sentence being served by 
John T. Downey, 41, of New 
Britain, Conn., had been com- 
muted to five years starting 
from the date of commutation. 
That date was not announced, 
but presumably it was recent. 


The fourth American listed 


by Peking today was Gerald 
Ross McLaughlin. The New 
China News Agency said he 
was captured with Miss Har- 
bert aboard a yacht in Chinese 
territorial waters north of Hong 
Kong on April 21, 1968. The 
Communist 
agency 
said 
he 


committed suicide on March 7, 
1969, while under investigation. 


Peking's announcement was 


the first word of the capture of 
Miss Harbert and McLaughlin, 
and no information about them 
was available in Hong Kong. 
Informed sources said Ameri- 
can authorities here had not 
known they were in China. 


Two other Americans are 


known to be still imprisoned in 
China: Air Force Capt. Phillip 
E. Smith, whose plane was shot 
down over the Gulf of Tonkin in 
September 1965, and Lt. Robert 
J. Flynn, a U.S. Navy pilot pre- 
sumed shot down over China's 
Kwangsi Province in August 
1967.

measure. That could block ac- 
tion, and adjournment. 


The measure they are oppos- 


ing is a resolution to authorize 
continued foreign-aid spending 
until March 15, at a rate equal 
to about $2.6 billion a year. 


The regular appropriation for 


foreign aid has not passed Con- 
gress because a bill to author- 
ize the spending is still dead- 
locked between House and Sen- 
ate. 


The issue behind the stale- 


mate is a Senate amendment, 
ponsored by Democratic Lead- 
iT Mike Mansfield, calling for 
total U.S. withdrawal from In- 
aochina within six months, pro- 
vided U.S. prisoners of war are 
r<;leased. 


The administration and its 


House allies are adamantly op- 
posed to that amendment; Sen- 
ate negotiators have refused to 
budge on the issue, and the au-

blocked. 


To get around that barrier, 


Senate leaders agreed to con- 
sideration of the resolution for 
temporary aid financing, with 
the whole issue coming due 
again in the next session.

spokesman said that panel soon 
will issue long-awaited forms 
for reporting big wage agree- 
ments. Reports are due by the 
end of the month, but so far the 
board has failed to decide what 


paperwork should be involved. 


However, the Pay Board was 


reported far from agreement 
on clarifying what special cir- 
cumstances will justify raises 
higher than 5.5 per cent a year. 
A proposal placed before the 
board last week would require 
advance approval of any agree- 
ments that exceed that general 
limit, no matter how few work- 
ers are covered. 


Both pay and price panels 


have caused grumbling because 
of delays in knotting the many 
loose ends still flapping from 
post-freeze wage and price con- 
trols. "Somehow we can't seem 
to settle anything without a big 
argument," one Pay Board par- 
ticipant complained last week.

Burglary Conviction 
Upheld by Court

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - The 


state Supreme Court today up- 
held the conviction of Bobby 
Joe Harrington of North Little 
Rock on a charge of attempted 
burglary. 


The court, in an opinoin by 


Associate Justice Lyle Brown, 
rejected Harrington's contention 
that reversible error was com- 
mitted in his trial when the 
prosecution asked him if he had 
been convicted of two other 
specific crimes. 


Brown said in the unanimous 


opinion that when a defendant 
takes the stand in his own de- 
fense he may, on cross-examin- 
ation, be asked about other 
crimes of which he has been 
convicted or which he may have 
committed. 


Harrington's credibility was a 


crucial issue in the case, Brown 
wrote, since policemen testified 
that they saw him running away 
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from a building where a bur- 
glary had been attempted and 
Harrington contended they were 
lying. 


Harrington, 27, and James 


Milton Sipes, 31, of North Little 
Rock made news in August when 
they were allegedly beaten by 
patrolman after being arrested 
Aug. 9 on the roof of a Little 
Rock restaurant. 


The incident resulted in the 


dismissal of Little Rock patrol- 
men Doyle Webb, 30, Ronnie 
E. Phillips, 24, and Raymond L. 
Miller, 26. Circuit Judge Tom F. 
Digby Friday upheld the firing 
of Webb and Phillips. Miller 
was found dead of a gunshot 
wound which was said to have 
been self-inflicted.

First Release 
of Fund for 
Alcoholics 
INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., (AP) 


— More than $200,000 repre- 
senting the first distribution of 
money under a 500-year in- 
vestment fund started in 1921 
will be released Wednesday to 
an Indianapolis alcoholic treat- 
ment hospital. 


The fund was established by 


a resolution of the Indiana Gen- 
eral Assembly from the estate 
of Charles W. Fairbanks, a for- 
mer vice 
president 
of 
the 


United States, in memory of his 
wife, Cornelia Cole Fairbanks. 


Under terms of the resolu- 


tion, $50,000 was invested for a 
period of 500 years, with inter- 
est or income from the in- 
vestment to be distributed ev- 
ery 50 years to a worthwhile 
civic purpose in Indianapolis. 


The first distribution of $207,- 


000 will be made in ceremonies 
Wednesday to the new Cornelia 
Cole Fairbanks Memorial Hos- 
pital. The money was ear- 
marked for the hospital two 
years ago by the board of 
trustees which administers the 
fund. 


The hospital opened last May.

CUMMINS PRISON FARM, 


.Ark. (API—The state Board of 
Correction agreed with Gov. 
Dale Bumpers' 13-point plan for 
operation of the state's prisons 
in their meeting here Sunday. 


Bumpers made the recom- 


mendations to the board follow- 
ing recent testimony in U.S. 
District Court in Uttle Rock on 
conditions in the state's prisons. 
In February 1970, Federal Judge 
J. Smith Henley ruled that con- 
ditions in the state's prisons were 
unconstitutional. 


Among the recommendations 


the board approved was that in- 
mates serving one-day sentences 
must have physical examina- 
tions before entering the prisons 
and must not be subjected to 
undue harassment. 


The board voted to adopt a 


policy that the one-day inmates 
be given only work normal for 
prison inmates. The board de- 
cided that if the inmates were 
not given physical examinations 
they would not be asked to work, 
but instead would be given tours 
of the prison. 


Willie E. Stewart, 19, of Lit- 


tle Rock died Nov. 29 after 
serving a one-day sentence at 
Cummins Prison Farm on a 
burglary charge. 


The state medical examiner 


ruled that he died of sickel cell 
anemia, a blood disorder. 


Stewart was sent to the prison 


on a program designed to give 
youthful offenders a taste of 
prison life.

researchers 
who have 
been 


studying assorted 
ills among 


hippies. 


The researchers also say that 


preventive 
medicine—particu- 


larly a good dose of soap and 
water—is about the best solu- 
tion for combatting such medi- 
cal woes. 


Dr. Joseph M. Wilentz, a Fort 


Uuderdale dermatologist, and 
Dr. Robert A. Berger of New 
York City, have published their 
findings on hippie malaise in a 
medical journal. 


Medical problems which have 


been rather uncommon in the 
past 100 years are plaguing 
many hippies, the doctors said. 
In particular, they cited itching 
scalps and skin rash. 


Wilentz said 
some 
of the 


scalp trouble stems from a be- 
lief that if you don't wash your 
hair, you won't go bald. 


"I heard this over and over 


when we'd go down to the com- 
munes," Wilentz said. 


After a year or so without 


washing their hair many hip- 
pies complain about an itching 
head. 


"It's not the dirt but the itch- 


ing that's brothering me," 
Jilentz said. "So, he gets some 
treatment 
and 
takes 
a hot 


shower and the itching stops. 


"And then he goes right back 


to the way he lived before. Six 
months later we'll sec him 
again with the same problem. 


Another 
complaint-mostly 


from women-is a fiercely itch- 
ing rash affecting the belly but- 
ton and stomach. Wilentz says 
the top of big belt buckles when 
worn with low slung pants rubs 
the midriff and results in a 
rash. 


Wilentz said a 
condition 


called "vagabond skin," named 
for an affliction dubbed plagued 
hoboes, is making a comeback. 


He and Berger dudded the 


condition "hippie skin." They 
said the condition is marked by 
lice, bed bug bites, patches of 
missing skin and caked dirt on 
the body. 


Hippie headbands also pro- 


duce a rash which hasn't been 
seen since hats were common, 
Wilentz said. 


He also discussed a more 


modern problem-hippies who 
are allergic to marijuana. 


"They wind up with 'flannel 


mouth,' an extreme drytiess 
which feels like they've just 
sucked a lemon," Wilentz said. 


Other 
symptoms 
include 


bloodshot eyes, sinus trouble 
and even asthma. 


Said one youth who had the 


malady: "I have been rejected 
by grass."

Israel to 
Stay Strong 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Nixon administration's version 
of a Mideast military balance 
is an Israel strong enough to 
defend against an Arab attack 
into territory she now holds— 
but not mighty enough to strike 
deep into Egypt. 


The United States is com- 


mitted to preventing the bal- 
ance of power from swinging 
against Israel. But just what 
constitutes a "balance" is usu- 
ally in some disagreement. 


The United States has yet to 


supply the additional Phantom 
jets Israel wants. 


According to the U.S. esti- 


mate, Israel's army of some 
285,000 men 
is superior 
to 


Egypt's 400,000-man army and 
Jordan's 
100,000-man 
force 


combined. The navies of the op- 
posing sides are too small to 
make much difference either 


way. 


Air power is rated a key fac- 


tor. On this, the U.S. analysts 
say more planes for Egypt 
would do her little good now be- 
cause she lacks the pilots to fly 
them. 


They say Israel has enough 


planes for defense over the 
land she now holds, and that a 
larger Israeli air force might 
have 
the 
power 
to 
range 


through 
Egypt—and 
suffer 


unacceptably high losses. 


Israeli 
planes 
flying 
into 


Egypt would face missile de- 
fenses emplaced since the 1967 


war, 
and possibly Soviet as 


well as Egyptian planes. In 


1967 
the Israelis were able to 


launch a pre-emptive strike, de- 
stroying much of Egypt's air 
force on the ground. 


The U.S. calculation presum- 


es that under a "balance" the 
Israelis would be able to repel 
Arab attackers without overly 
heavy losses to Israel. 


It 
figures 
Egypt's 
canal- 


crossing capability is as yet 
limited, though Israel would 
suffer more losses now in re- 
pelling an Arab invasion than it 
did in the brief 1967 fight. 


But Soviet offensive strikes 


or other operations over Israeli- 
held territory could quickly tip 
the scale against Israel.

("huu dynast) was a nation in political and 
intelltftiia! ferment. 


As the old feudalism broke down around 


them and independent. constantly warring states 
arose, philosophers sought answers to the ills 
of men and society. As armies clashed, so did 
minds, setting off brilliant sparks. 


The greatest of these philosophers was horn 


in 551 B.C. in the small state of Lu (modern 
Shantung). His name was K'ung Fu-t/.n. known 
to the West as Confucius. 


To Confucius, the ideal society was ruled lu- 


men of superior morality: "The virtue of the 
superior man is like wind and the virtue of 
the people is like grass. The grass hends in the

Confucius was not a democrat. In his society, 


each man knew liis place: "Courtesy is not ex- 
tended to the common people, and punishment 
is not served up to the lords. 


But since morality, and hence the tight to 


govern, were the products of learning, there wen- 
no rigid class liars to individual advancement. 


Neither was he an innovator: "I hint1 trans- 


mitted and do not create anew." He believed 
Chinese society had reached perfection in the 
days of the sage-kings and preached a return 
to an antiquity that had never existed. 


"The ancients . . . desiring to order well their 


states, first regulated their families. Wishing to 
regulate their families, they first . . . rectified 
their hearts." 


Thus a society in which the proper relation- 


ships were observed—between king and sub- 
jects, between friend and friend, between father 


and son, etc.—would IK- one of harmony. "Love 
people." said Confucius. 


Though he set great store bv ritual and ob- 


servance of religious rites and believed that the 
universe was on the side of righteousness, Con- 
fucius had little use for heaven or an afterlife 
or disputations about a supreme being. 


"You 
do not yet know about the living,^ "<" 


said. "How can you know about the dead?' 


Like an Oriental Diogenes, Confucius wan- 


dered from court to court looking for an honest 
prince who would put his teachings into practice. 
None would, and Confucius died in 479 B.C. 
thinking himself a failure, unaware that his 
ideas, transmitted and elaborated and sometimes 
distorted by generations of disciples, were to 
influence more human lives than those of per- 
haps any teacher who ever lived.

Should Mom Sue

Dear Dr. Lamb—My son 


entered the hospital for eval- 
uation of a duodenal ulcer 
and urinary tract infection 
He was a 22-year-old quad- 
riplegic, injured in a water 
skiing accident at age 17. He 
worked hard to get b a c k 
what movement he could. 
He was v e r y strong and 
healthy and even married. 
He left his wife with a strong 
healthy boy. On a Thursday 
I took his wife and son to 
see him and he looked so 
£ood and was working hard 
with the therapist. The next 
day his wife called and said 
my son was in critical con- 
dition and we rushed to the 
hospital. 


The coroner's report stated 


he died from hyperthermia 
and convulsive disorder fol- 
lowing injection into a chron- 
ic draining s a c r a l sinus. 
About four hours after the 
procedure the decedent went 
into convulsions and his tem- 
perature went to 110 degrees 
and remained 
there 
until 


hypothermia b r o u g h t the 
temperature down. 


Needless to say, Dr. Lamb, 


this was a terrible blow. We 
think it was the fault of the 
doctor. Please write in your 
column what you think. We 
are of modest means and 
lawyers are so expensive. 
We feel we have a good case 
against the hospital. 


Can I as a mother do any- 


thing about it? His wife har. 
remarried. She is a v e r y 
sweet girl and she does not 
want to sue, but my son 
keeps talking to me in my 
dreams and I feel I must do 
something. 


The only reason I want to 


sue is to insure the baby oi 
•j good education and a bet- 
ter life. It might help protect 
some other person from neg- 
lect. What should we do? 


Dear Reader — I under- 


s t a n d how distressed you 
must feel, particularly after 
having seen ..your., son pyer- 
tome his handicap and build 
a new life for himself. 


It isn't possible for me to 


be certain what happened 
but it sounds like a reaction 
to the dye that must have 
been injected to X ray the 
extent of the sinus. This was 
probably done in an effort to 
locate the problem of his 
kidney infection. 


Quadriplegics do not have 


as good a sweating mechan- 
ism as healthy people, and 
this may have been a factor 
in the sharp rise in body 
temperature. 


It isn't always possible to 


predict who will have an ad- 
verse reaction to a procedure 
ordinarily considered as safe. 
I doubt your doctor really 
did anything negligent. More 
likely it was an unforeseen 
and unpredictable complica- 
tion.
